State Department Says Action Is Considered for the 
Purpose of Extending Reli ef to Americans Isolated on 
W est Coast of Republic—C ruiser Maryland Is Likely 


dent Taft probably will send a 
warship soon to the West Coast 
of Mexico to enable United States 
citizens, isolated in Sinaloa and other 
Atates, to leave the disturbed districts. 
A State Department announcement 
tenight declared this action likely in 
view of the general anxiety for Amer- 
icans in those localities. 

State Department officials pointed 
out tonight that with the suspension 
of railroad communication and the 
interruption of . telegraph service.

ISMAY SAYS COMMITTEE 
IS SHOWING INJUSTICE.

W YORK, April 20.—J. Bruce Ismay discussed today with inter 
viewers the work of the Senate investigating committee, which be 
characterizes as “brutally unfair.” He said: 

“I cannot understand this Senatorial inquiry. They are going at it 
in a manner that seems unjust, and the injustice lies heaviest upom mé. 
Why, I cannot even protect myself by having my counsel ask questions, 
Don't misunderstand me by thinking I mean questions calculated to 
twist witnesses up; on the contrary, questions tending to simplify 6. 
volved meanings.” 

Discussing his departure from the Titanic, Mr. Ismay said: 

“I have searched my mind with deepest care. I have thought long 
over each single incident that I could recall. I am sure that I did noth. 
ing I should not have done. My conscience is clear and I have not been 
a lenient judge of my acts. 

“| tell you that if 1 thought that in the slightest way I hed done 
anything wrong I would never have another happy moment. I took the 
chance of escape when it came to me—I did not seek it. Every woman 
and child had been cared for before 1 left the boat. 

“And moreover, all the men within reach had been taken care of 
before I took my turn. And why shouldn't I take my turn? There are 
only two classes on a ship—the crew and the passengers. I was a pas- 
senger. It is true I am president of the company, but I didn’t consider 
myself anything different from the rest of the passengers. I took no 
other man's place.”

April 20.—Com- 
mander Marston Niles, U.S.N. (re- 
tired,) discusses the modern steam- 
ship architecture in a statement pre- 
pared in his home here after a study 
of the reports ef the Titanic disaster. 
Ile says in part: 

“it is the architect that sinks a 
vessel. For a passenger steamer to 
have watertight compartments, and 
mechanism to close them is far from 
enough for safety. All compartments 
should be closed always, and they 
should be so placed that the deeper 
she sinks the more surely does she 
float. 

“This can be done by mezzanine 
decks from two to four feet in 
height, underlying every deck above 
the water line and running from bow 
to stern, wherever machinery, 
permits. Euch of these mezzanines 
much subdivided. Each 
subdivision should be taken up with 
water-excluding vessels of yielding 


substance Which ng distortion of the 
hull could ever make leaky. The 
height of these mezzanine decks 


should increase as one goes up.

So seldom has the historic 
river such a quantity of water as that 
at this season, that his recital held the 
undivided attention of the crowded 
courtroom. 

McCaskill is an officer in the United 
States Protective Association. He tes- 
tified that as he stood on one bank of 
the river watching men load wagons 
with sand, he saw Von Stein and 
Washington, the former a German 
and the latter a negro, beating the 
mules in an effort to get them to pull 
the wagon out of a rut. 

“I called to the men to stop,” said 
the officer, “but they didn’t stop, so I 
Jumped into the river and waded 
through water up to here,” and the 
humanitarian drew his right hand 
across his abdomen.

Like pensions 
Were granted the widows of Pres- 
Gents Polk, Tyler, Lincoln and Grant. 

The list of widows receiving as high 
as $100 a month because of the mili- 
tary services of their husbands is not 
very long, only seventeen names ap- 
pearing on it in 1907. It then in- 
cluded the names of Mrs. Nathaniel 
P. Banks and Mrs. John M. Corse, 
both of Massachusetts. Gen. Banks 
had been Governor of Massachusetts 
and Speaker of the National House | 
of Representatives. Gen. Corse, a 
postmaster of Boston under Cleve- 
land, was known as the hero of Al- 
toona Pass, from his famous dispatch 
to headquarters, reading in effect: 
“Cheek and one ear shot away, but 
I can whip all hell yet. 

Mre. George A. Custer, whose sol- 
dier husband was rendered imm 
in American history through the In- 


dian massacre associated with his 
name, received only $100 a month, as 
did Mrs. Walter G whose 
husband was a brigadiér-genera!l and 
was Secretary of State in the second 
Cleveland administration. A general 
of as sterling ability as Abner Double- 
day was honored through a widow's 
pension of only $100 a month.

Secrecy So Much Desired in Tele- 


Messages. 

[Scientific American:] The use of 
secret writing in wireless telegraphy is 
bound to prove especially advantage- 
ous as according to the present state 
of affairs everybody acquainted with 
the Morse alphabet is able to inter- 
cept any wireless telegram at short 
distance, even with the ear, unas- 
sisted by any receiving apparatus. 

If the order of letters in the alph- 
abet be changed in any way, placing 
the alphabet in its right order above 
this row of letters and replacing each 
letter of a document by the cor- 
responding letter of the permutated 
alphabet, a ciphered document, viz., a 
document in secret writing, will be ob- 
tained. Now it is a well known fact 
that none of the secret alphabets so 
far suggested was able to resist the 
art of deciphering. As in fact each 
letter occurs with a given frequency 
in each language (the German e. for 
instance, ninety times, the n sixty 
times, the 3 fifty times, the’ 
t forty times in a total of 600 letters,) 
it is merely required to figure 
numbers of equal letters in order at 
once to know which are the letters e. 
n. 8, t., etc. Any less frequent 
ters are simply guessed, after ascer- 
taining the identity of the rest. 

Prof. Zehnder’s secret writing read- 
ily adapts itself to the typewriter, any 
chance of deciphering (in the absence 
of a key) being removed by using for 
each word another permutated al- 

habet. In this case any attempt at 
— by calculation will be 
hopeless indeed, as each letter occurs 
with about equal frequency.

HEAD OF THE HOUSE.

His Stepmother Waives Ali Claim 
to the Estate by Virtue of an Ante- 
Nuptial Contract Entered Into 
With the Father Before Second 
Marriage. 3 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, April 20.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Vincent Astor has 


become the head of his house, the 


possessor of one of the greatest for- 


tunes in America and inheritor of 


the tradition that he must become 
so, in fact, as well as in name. 

No Astor has ever succeeded to 
the headship so young as this boy, 
who will not be 21 until November 15, 


next. His father was 28 before he- 
succeeded, and his grandfather was 


60. His great-grandfather, John 
Jacob III. was 63, and his father, 
William Backhouse, I, was 56. Seven 
years ago an expert appraisal valued 
the estate that has 0 more 
changed hands at $100,000,600. To- 
day it is worth at least $123,000,000. 

For the moment, at least. Vincent 
Astor is sole heif to this wealth. His 
stepmother, by the workings of an- 
other family tradition, waived her 
claim to it by accepting a marriage 
| portion. Until the present expecta- 
tions of society have deen justified, 
or proved faise, Vincent Astor will 
remain sole heir, as he must, in any 
event, remain principal heir, by the 
workings of a third family tradition 
that the fortune must not be endan- 
gered in its dull 

Vincent Astor was christenea Wil- 
liam Vincent. He was born in the 
old homestead at Fifth avenue and 
Thirty-fourth street, five months be- 
fore his grandfather died and his fa- 
ther became head of the house. He 
was so frail a baby that only unre- 
mitting care kept him alive. He 
lived the loneliest of boyhoods be- 


cause of this, and when other children 


romped in the open air, he sat over a 
toy plano in the nursery to which no 
playmates ever came. Servents saved 
him every exertion. Nurses were al- 
ways with him and physicians awaited 
calls to him that had precedence 
over all others. 

When Vincent Astor was 12, Dr. 
William T. Bull saved him trom death 
by appendicitis. In less than a year 
he was saved from death by another 
surgical operation, this time by a 
growth in the throat following an 
attack of the mumps. He was taken 
every year to St. Moritz or the Ri- 
viera because of bronchial troubles, 
and his education was by a tutor who 
lived with him in a houes taken for 
his exclusive use at Tuxedo. 

Seven years of this unceasing at- 
tention brought Vincent Astor to a 
degree of health it was thought he 
would never attain. Newport was as- 
tonished to see him come there five 
years ago and take an active part in 
the sports of the summer colony. 
He drove his own car, and drove it 
with daring skill, although he was

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Senate Adopts Resolution Recom- 
mending International Treaties Gov- 


Ocean Traffic. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE mus: 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—The 
United States Senate adopted today 
the amended maritime resolutions 
looking to a more complete interna- 
tional regulation of ocean traffic. The 
resolution advises the President that 
the Senate would favor treaties with 
the great maritime powers to govern 
the courses, speed, life-saving ap- 
paratus, wireless and other equipment 
of ocean liners. 

Following is the text of the resolu- 
tion as agreed to by the committee: 

That the President of the Unite 

States be and is hereby ad that 
the’ Senate would favor treaties with 
England, France, Germany and other 
maritime governments to regulate the 
course and speed of all vessels en- 
gaged in carrying passengers at sea; 
to determine the number of lifeboats, 
rafts, searchlights and wireless ap- 
paratus to be carried by such vessels 
and to assure the use of such other 
equipment as shall be adequate to se- 
cure the safety of such vessels, pas- 
sengers and crews.” 
The general opinion was that while 
a Freut deal could be done by the 
adoption of effective laws, much more 
could be gained by international 
agreement. There was no division on 
the vote. 

Legisiation requiring wireless ap- 
paratus on ocean steamers to be con- 
stantly manned by operators will be 
included in the programme of Repre- 
sentative Alexander of Missouri, chair- 
man of the Committee on Merchant 
Marine. 

The committee is now having trans- 
lated the Norwegian steamship laws, 
which have been recommended as 
presenting the highest standard of 
Safety regulations and requirements.

Before getting up in the morning 
— kick the headboard of the

Loosen the muscles of the spine, 
like working a rusty hinge, by throw- 
ing the head back to look at the cell- 
ing and stooping forward to touch the 
floor in front of you, “if you can.”

His rules 
start off: 

“First—Before getting up in the 
morning take the head off the pillow | 
and stretch out, exhaling all the air 
out of the lunge. and then draw in all 
the air possible and hold it between | 
movements. Kick briskly with frat. 
one foot and then the other, teh, 
twelve or fifteen times each, repeat- 
ing if you feel like it. 

“Second—Draw up the knees, with 
the heels on the bed. Throw the 
knees as far apart as they can be car- 
ried, swinging them apart and to- 
gether vigorously, so 48 to strain the 
musctes of the thigh. 

“Third—Throw one foot and then 
the other toward the headboard vigor- 
ously, kicking it if you can. Still ly- 
ing on the back, kick upward, and 
drop the heels at least fifteen times. 

„Fourth— Kick upward with both 
feet and throw the feet apart as you 
kick as wide as you can and as vigor- 
ously as you can. If these movements 
are made with vigor and emphasis, 
as they should be, it will be found 
that some new muscle is brought Into 
play that is not often used.”

Thanks to the common sense 
of Delcasse, the incident was amicably 
settled; and the w Minister entered 
upon the most brilliant conduct of the 
Foreign Office in recent years.

The former 
secured the much desired equilibrium 
of power in Europe, and did ‘much 
to insure the peace of this part of 
the world, while the latter served one 
good purpose in preserving the peace 
of Burgpe during the Russo-Japanese 
War, and confining that conflict to the 
two powers in the Far East. 

Then came the dramatic events of 
1906, when y and France were 
on the brink of war, and Rovvier,

army. retired before the menacing

And on the 
day that Delcasse resigned, Von Bulow, 
Germany's Chancellor, was created a 
Prince by the delighted Kaiser. 

Since hen, although Deleasse 
been in charge at the 0 
a@’Orsay, he has been the ruling spirit 
in the foreign affairs of France. The

name have been carried on by his 
successors. He entered the Caillaux 
Ministry as Minister of the Navy, 
when France afloat was in a scandal. 
ous condition. In the short t 
he was there he accomplished a 
miracie, initiated the new spirit among 
the personne! and officials, and today 
the French fleet has entered upon a 
new lease of life, ready, despite lack 
of ships and men, to give a splendid 
account of itself in case of a clash 
with a stronger neighbor. 

Wither of these two men stand a 
Chance of being the next Prime Min- 
ister of France. But the man who 
on all sides is being talked of as the 
successor of Poincare is Aristide 
Briand, the man who, instead of Del- 
casee. succeeded Clemenceau as Prime 
Minister. He is about 50, and al- 
though he did not enter the Chamber 
of Deputies until ten years ago. he 
was, when he reached office in 1909, 
one of the youngest Prime M 
of France on record. 

In his younger days he was known 
as a Socialist. and he stil! calls him- 
self one, although the rank and file 
of the movement call him a traitor te 
the cause. Time has certainly wa- 
tered the red wine of his views. and 
Clemenceau, one of his staunchest 
friends and admirers, ts authority for 
the statement that he is one of the 
most conservative men in French pub- 
Ile ee. “Indeed,” eald Clemenceau 
um ome occasion, after a meeting of 
Cabinet, of which Briand was 
Minister of Justice. “Aristide always 
finds our decisions too radical.“
